Becker was 


faced by Henry Sander of the police sta- 
tion yesterday and charged with having 
a knowledge of the murder. Becker, 
however, denied the charge.

tradictory statements,- Eight years ago 
Becker married Theresa Hafenberg in 
Milwaukee and shortly after moved to 
Chicago. Six months, ago Becker be- 
came acquainted with 17-year-old Ida 
Sutterlm, and since then, according to 
his neighbors, he has been extremely 
cruel to his wife. A few days before 
Jan. 27 Becker asked the Sutterlin girl 
to marry him, and when she Inquired 
about the woman already with him, 
Becker said she was a sister of a former 
wife and was employed by him as a 
housekeeper.

Rtdrld Advices Say That Foreign Warships 


Are Taking Action at Manila. ' 


Manila, Feb. 27.—The rebels collectefl 


(n such numbers near the Chinese ceme- 
tery Saturday night that General Mc- 
Arthur anticipated an attack, and asked 
for reinforcements. 
Two companies of 


the Twenty-third regulars were sent 
to Caloocan, and a battalion of the 
Twentieth regulars to the cemetery, at 
about midnight. 


But the expected attack was not made, 


the rebels, after making a great noise 
with hugle calls and yells of "Viva in- 
dependencia" and "Mucho Malo Ameri- 
cano" and firing volleys, disappeared in 
the woods. 


It is believed that their leaders are 


getting desperate, and are attempting 
to force the United States troops to 
make an attack, in the hope of breaking 
through the American lines, but the 
rebels are evidently unwilling to be 
sacrificed when facing the Americans. 
It is just possible, however, that they 
may be goaded into such a more before 
more reinforcements arrive. 


According to the advices brought yes- 


terday by Che steamer Neuatra Senora 
del Carmen, whose arrival brought the 
news that the American flag had been 
raised over the island of Cebu, the United 
States gunboat Petrel, Commander C. 
C. Cornwell, visited Cebu on Feb. 22. 
Commander Cornwell sent an ultimatum 
ashore, declaring the intention of the 
Americans to take possession peaceably 
if possible, by force if necessary. The 
rebels immediately vacated, taking their 
guns to the hills. A party of marines 
and bluejackets landed and the Ameri- 
can flag was raised by them over the 
government building, which they still 
occupied when the Neustra Senora de 
Carmen left.

Yarloto Kind* and What They Are Sever- 


ally Good For. 


Nature supplies us with two complete 


foods, milk and egm, which contain iu 
tbe proper proportions all tbe necessary 
elements for the bustcuauce of our bod- 
ies. A» these are the only complete 
foods it is necessary in tbe absence to 
have mixed foods, and it is in the mix- 
ing that mistakes occur, because the fat 
forming, muscle forming aud other 
part^ are taken in wroug proportions, 
some in excess and others the reverse. 
Left to bis own taste primitive man in- 
variably selects the best food. This lu- 
stmct, however, is defective at tbe pres- 
ent day. For children food rich in bone 
forming substances is necessary. Among 
musole forming foods tbe following are 
the best nud most common: Oatmeal 
porridge, with rich milk aud whole 
meal bread buttered; meat is a highly 
condensed food of this class. To men of 
sedentary occupation a free use of meat 
is injurious. For men engaged at bard 
manual labor a generous meat diet is 
admirable. 


Vegetables contain but little nourish- 


ment, but are useful as blood purifiers 
and also supply balk to tbe food, which 
is necessary to give the consumer satis- 
faction. Milk should never be taken 
•with meat, because they are both rich 
in one substance. Tea should not be 
taken wit* meat either, because it 
renders the meat tough and indigesti- 
ble. Beef ranks first as a muscle former 
and mutton next. Pork makes a very 
digestible dish, and fowl and bacon are 
a very useful and palatable dish. Cere- 
als enter largely into our diet and are 
of much value, because they supply food 
or starch as well as mu&cle food. Pota- 
toes, provide little nutriment, bnt with 
plenty of milk, which supplies the pre 
cise ingredients they lack, a good diet 
is formed. 


Sugar is well worthy of notice, anr' 


the child's love of it is a perfect^ 
healthy instinct and should always bi 
gratified in reason. Fruits are goof 
blood purifiers and should be cousidere< 
as essentials rather than luxuries. Beet 
tea contains scarcely auy nntriinei 
whatever and is almost purely a stnun 
lant. A dog fed on beef tea starved ti 
death, while another ted on refuse me 
throve. Tea, injurious if taken m ei 
cess, provides, it taken iu moderation 
a most refreshing drink. Many scientist 
recommend its use about two hours b< 
fore oor principal meal abd witboi 
food,

reaction. It stimulates the brain and 
called an intellectual drink.

It ia only within the last two genera- 
tions—within, indeed, the reign of our 
sovereign, Queen Victoria—that tbe sub- 
ject of tbe differences of most of these 
kinds of time has become of pressing 
importance to any but theorists. In one 
of the public gardens of Paris a little 
cannon is set up with a burning glass 
attached to it in snob a manner that tbe 
Ban itself fires the cannon as it reaches 
the meridian. This, of course, is tbe 
time of Paris noon—apparent noon, but 
ife woulcl be exceedingly imprudent of 
any traveler through Paris wbo wished,

In England less than 100 years ago. 


tbe husband bad power to choose bis 
wife's associates, to separate her from 
her relatives, to restrain her religions 
**and personal freedom, and if the need 
coulJ be sbown even to chastise her 
moderately, as though she were a child. 
What constituted sufficient cause for 
corporal'punisbmenn was left for tbo 
husband to prove and the conrd to de- 
cide, but 60 universally was tbe mastery 
of a man over his wife's body recogniz- 
ed tbat a trial forv wife beating was al- 
most unbeard of. 


Under these ojd laws of England the 


father fand power to dispose of his off- 
spring, by deed or legacy, until they 
were 21 years of age, and the testamen- 
tary guardian's right over the children 
superseded tbat of the mother, who had 
absolutely no legal control over them 
and was entitled to notbing from them 
save their reverence and respect. Sho 
had no right even to their services, ex- 
cept in the case of tbe mother of an 
illegitimate child, who was entitled to 
its control and custody.

In n 
turn he was bound only to supply h<= 
wi'th' shelter, food, clothing and medi 
cine, which be could do out of her per 
eonal earnings, or out of tbe profits t" 
her .properties, should she be an heiress 
If a father died intestate, his personal 
belongings were divided "equally be- 
tween bis sons and daughters, but in 
the case'of real property a son, tboog1 
be be- younger than all his sisters, w. 
the sole heir. In England less than 
century ago it was not unusual for 
man to- Bell bis wife into servitude.

The Methods by Which the Woodn- 


utaji BringR Them Dowu. 


The chopper approaches the tree with 


a plumb line It the top does not lean 
more than two feet in the case of a 
large tree or more than four in tbe 
case of a small one, he considers that 
be can fell it in any direction he may 
desire. " He then views the ground and 
selects tbe most promising "lay out," 
and the undercut is made exactly fac- 
iag it. The "undercut'" usually extends 
about one-third through, and then the 
tree is sawed in from the back to meet it. 


When the two cuts are within six 


inches of meeting, the saw is removed, 
and the tree is wedged up until the top 
passes the center of gravity, when it 
falls by its own weight, easily breaking 
tbe strip of wood remaining. 


Where the surface of the ground is 


such that it is necessary for the butt 
aud the top to strike tbe ground simul- 
taneously,, the stump is snubbed off at 
the undercut, which provides a slant- 
ing surface, so that the bntt has so 
place to rest and perforce elides to the 
ground. 


If tbe tree needs to be rolled off to 


one side, half the undercut is slanted, 
and a pile of chips is placed on tbe fiat 
surface of the other half. The result 
never fails to manifest the efficacy of 
this device. Again, by leaving one side 
of the uncut wood between the under- 
cut and the saw cut thicker than the 
other, the tree may be drawn consider- 
ably away from its natural course.

"Whether the Valkyrie III is fitted 


out for the coining season or not, it is, I 
bear, practically certain that the Sham- 
rock will be ready for her trials early 
In the spring." eaya the Clyde corre- 
spondent of The Yachting World. 
"Messrs. Thorny croft have already ex- 
perienced the difficulty of working the 
metal of which she will be mainly com- 
posed, but to counteract this they have 
made a big increase in the number of 
hands engaged at the work, and she ia 
now being pushed forward, as rapidly 
as possible consistent with 
careful 


work The last of the manganese bronze 
shell plates were delivered in the yard 
last week, and in the preparation and 
fitting of them day and night shifts are 
kept constantly employed. The mate- 
rial is delivered at the yards wrapped 
in canvas, and it receives the most care- 
ful handling.

Some time ago I had the pleasure of 


visiting Fleuaburg, a seaport town on 
the east coast of Sleswick-Holstein, 
and was much struck with the system I 
there observed of, bringing to port fish 
which was intended for immediate con- 
sumption. 


Instead of packing the fish in the 


hold of the vessel the fishermen use flat, 
oblong boxes drilled with holes to allow 
free access of water^and into these the 
live fish are placed as soon as caught 
and are towed under water.. 


By this means the fish are kept alive 


until the harbor ia reached, and they 
are then taken out of, the boxes and sold 
alitve on the quay, so that there can be 
no question as to their absolute fresh- 
ness.—Strand Magazine.

Bow a Chicago Hotel Effects m, R«- 


m»rk«blte Saving;. 


The Western Electrician in a recent 


issue describes a new power plant in- 
stalled in a Chicago hotel which, by 
reason of the introduction of improved 
types of machinery and the substitution 
of electricity for other power, has pro- 
duced remarkable economical results. 
The hotel was hastily fitted up at the 
time of the World's fair, and it took its 
current for electric lighting from a cen- 
tral station company at a cost of $800 a 
month. The hotel was heated by stoo^, 
and its elevators were operated by the 
same power. H took $750 a month for 
coal alone for these purposes and ice for 
refrigerating cost $200 a month. Water 
was taken from the public mains at a 
further large cost. In remodeling the 
plant an artesian well was sunk, giving 
50 gallons of water a minute, and all 
the machinery was consolidated, a 15 
ton refrigerating machine and electric 
lighting apparatus being added at tbe 
same time, so that the whole power 
service of the hotel is now supplied 


I from its own boilers and engines. An 
j electric generator was also added to 
| supply current for the bell system, 
which before was operated by batteries 
and bad been unsatisfactory in its 
working. 


An addition was made to the size of 


the house, which required one-quarter 
to be added to the capacity of tbe light, 
heating and power service. Now elec- 
tricity operates tbe water pumps, the 
pumps for the hydraulic elevators, the 
laundry machinery, ice chopping 'ma- 
chines, ventilating fans and other labor 
saving machines. The hotel is burning 
three times as many lights as it former- 
ly did, has an abundant supply of ice 
and water, and the coal bills average 
$550 a month, or $300 a month less 
than they did before, the $800 a month 
for electric light current is saved, 
$300 a month is saved on ice and $100 
a month for water, making $1.300 gross 
saving a month. To offset this is $60 a 
month for an electrician, $50 a month 
for lamp renewals, and the interest on 
the investment. It ia calculated that 
the saving amounts to $14,280 a year, 
equal to 30 per cent a year on the cost 
of the changes, and this without regard 
to the extra work done because of the 
addition to the sine of the house. ^

Maine I-osf Driver Mn»t Chance His 
Footgear In Town. 


The Maine legislature has passed a 


bill forbidding the wearing of spiked 
shoes or boots in public places and im- 
posing a heavy fine for violations of tbe 
law 
This is hailed with joy by tb<» 


railroad companies and the proprietors 
of hotels, barrooms apd other places 
frequented by nver drivers, for they 
have all suffered greatly from the epikeu 
shoe. 


When the river drivers leave the logs 


at the up river booms and board the 
trains for Bangor. they don't stop to 
change their clothes, but come to town 
with red shirts, nailed shoes and all. 
They prod the car floors full of little 
boles and tear rents in the cushions of 
the seats, occasionally also jabbing a 
few of the spikes into the insteps of un* 
armored passengers. When they leave 
the cars, they proceed directly to the 
saloons, and there they work more 
havoc. Last spring a lot of drivers got 
into a barroom where a new maple floor 
bad just been laid, and after they bad 
crunched around the place long enough 
to spend $3 for whisky the floor looked 
as though it had been peppered with 
bird shot, and the saloon keeper reck- 
oned his loss at $40. fie had made aboqt 
60 cents profit on the drinks, and so he 
charged up $89.40 to the spiked shoes. 


All over Bangor may be seen floors 


punched fnll of little boles by the shoe 
calks of river drivers, and there is 
scarcely a policeman in the city who 
has not been prodded with the spikes 
of drunken drivers. The spikes are a 
great help to a man who has to skim 
around on slippery logs for a living, but 
when it comes to wearing them in town 
every one bnt tbe drivers suffers. So 
the legislature, after allowing tbe 
nuisance to go on uninterrupted for 
these many years, has at last drawn 
tbe line against the spikes—and the 
line is at Penobscot boom.—Bangor 
Oor- New York Sun.

Spain and ft Conquered Estce. 


Tho idea of conquered races enjoying 


the most minute liberty of action by nat- 
ural birthright was regarded in Spain 
as absurd. Little by little pressure was 
brought to bear on the king and his 
counselors, producing a gradual relaxa- 
tion of tbe fetters which bound the new 
subjects to their forced 
allegiance. 


Trade, created by the Spaniards, which 
finally extended to half castes, was oon- 
fined exclusively to commerce with 
Spain. Both in the far east and the far 
west the exact size and number of pack- 
ages shipped, the number of voyages per 
annum to and fro of the Naos (govern- 
ment trading galleons), contents of 
bales, etc., were all regulated, and no 
one could ship without a boleto or pnb- 
lic permit, which could only be obtained 
from the unscrupulous officials who had 
come to fill their pockets by the most 
corrupt means. Permission had to be so- 
licited again and again to perform al- 
most any act beyond the common neces- 
sities of life. One could neither travel, 
quit or enter the country, read, write, 
assemble in a group, build a bouse 
nor plant a field without license. 


In the Philippine islands the natives 


were forced to think like their masters, 
to dress as they were told and to adopt 
the religion of their conquerors under 
the severest penalties of torture and fre- 
quently of death. In Mexico official ap- 
pointments to tbe Manilla dependency 
were publicly sold. Until the American 
colonies were lost to Spain hardly one 
Spaniard in a generation carried capital 
to these new possessions to develop their 
natural resources. Foreigners were jeal- 
onely treated as intruders, and the Eu- 
ropean influx sprang generally from the 
lowest social orders, who acted like 
wolves let loose among a fold of sheep.

The English Walnut. 


Possibly few trees in the old world 


are more profitable than the English 
walnut, which thrives in England and 
all over the northern part of the conti- 
nent of Europe. The wood is especially 
used for gun stocks and for many articles 
of furniture and is found profitable from 
trees of 10 years of age and upward. 
There is always a good demand for the 
cuts, so that there are two distinct lines 
of profit—by tbe timber and by tbe fruit. 
In our country they thrive in any por- 
tion of tbe eastern states, although as 
they progress northwardly the tips of 
the last year's shoots are destroyed by 
winter. The living portions push out 
again, however, and generally bear as 
Abundantly as before. 


In the vicinity of Philadelphia there 


are numerous trees, planted by the early 
German settlers, which bear every year. 
Single or isolated trees sometimes fail 
to bear fruit on account of tbe pollen 
bearing flower maturing and scattering 
pollen before the nut bearing flower is 
in condition to receive it, and for this 
reason crops aro more assured when a 
number of trees are planted together. In 
this way some of the pollen bearing cat- 
kins are conditioned so as to be in bloom > 
before the time that the nut bearing, 
flowers make their appearance. —Mee- 
han's Monthly.

THE IDEAS AN» THE SWOKD. 


Congressman Gillett has paid a very 


fine tribute to Lafayette in a speech at 
"Washington. In the speech Mr. Gillett 
xvho belongs to the transcendental cult 
in national politics, again preached his 
doctrine o"f ideas. This preaching lias 
<>arned the commendation of the trans- 
cendental newspaper of Western Mas- 
sachusetts expiessed in an editorial full 
of such sentences as these: "In estab- 
lishing the dominion of ideas as some- 
thing higher and better than the mailed 
teachings of Europe the great experi- 
ment in democracy has served the 
•wrorld as no exploitation of armies and 
ships ever will or can do. Triumphant 
democracy had no need of the clenched 
fist and the shot and shell of Europe. 
It sat secure upon this hemisphere as a 
light to the world." 


The speech itself quotes Edward 


"Everett, who "50 years ago said:" 
"There is in every era of the world a 
leading principle which gives direction 
to the fortunes of nations and the 
^character of distinguished men. This 
principle in our time is that of the ac- 
tion and reaction upon each other of 
Europe and America for the advance- 
ment of free institutions and the pro- 
motion of national liberty." Then it 
says "at that time and until very re- 
cently this mutual action was not 
physical, 
but the interchange of 


thought and sentiment." "We have 
been," it continues, "and wish to be a 
world power, extending our domain, 
not by armies and battle ships, but by 
the quiet progress of our ideas, by the 
steady influence of our example, teach- 
ing the world that liberty does not 
mean license, that a free republic can 
maintain order and security, and that 
the great principles of the Declaration 
of Independence are a firm foundation 
for national development and pros- 
perity."

Entrancing visions of our se- 
ductive ideas stealing like sweet music 
over the savage horde, converting their 
barbarity into something a little lower 
thftn cur angel selves possess, all fade 
awayand leave us pinlngforthelrgilded 
stupefaction. A warm-hearted adven- 
turer comes into the land of ideas and 
peace and brings a sword. He is sent 
from that land of ideas and peace a 
•'trained soldier with a Pandora's box 
of free sentiments." 
Why was the 


*wo_rd not taken from that warm- 
hearted young adventurer when he 
reached tha land in which warfare had 
teen obsolete? What churl was there 
in all the fair country, so out of har- 
mony with eo heavenly a realm, as to 
shield the young adventurer in tha 
Ifepplng of his sword and teach him the 
hellish art of a "trained soldier?" 


But don't let us be foolish. Let us 


dwell on this outfit for the spread of 
the wonderful Ideas: "Equality, liberty, 
fraternity were irresistibly attractive 
when proclaimed by the youthful hero 
of a successful war and the heir of an 
ancient title and «0,000 a year."

Washington, Feb. 87.—The week will 


open witb the compromise army bil! 
still before the senate, but it is impos- 
sible to say how long it may continue 
to demand the attention of that body. 


A vote may possibly be secured today, 


but this depends largely upon the tamper 
of Mr. Gorman and his friends, who in- 
sist upon the amendment of the army bill 
so as to further control the size of the 
army in 19)1. It is not, however, be- 
lieved that they will press their opposi- 
tion to the point of entering Into an ex- 
tended controversy over the merits of 
the measure, and the friends of the bill 
count confidently on a vote before ad- 
journment today.

Grand Duke Michael possesses the ex- 
ecutive power, and all government de- 
cisions are arrived at without the czar's 
co-operation or knowledge.

The appropriation bills will demand 


almost all the attention of tha senate 
after the army bill is- out of ttoe way, and 
the senate will have to materially in- 
crease the length of sessions in order to 
secure their enactment into laws. There 
are still five of these bills which have not 
as yet received attention from thi sen- 
ate and five others which are in con- 
ference, and which will require more or 
less consideration on conference reports. 
The bills in conference are those provid- 
ing appropriations for the Indian office, 
postoffice and agricultural departments, 
and for the District of Columbia and the 
improvement of rivers and harbors. 
There are no radical points of difference 
in any of these bills except in the river 
and harbor bill, but, there are many 
questions requiring adjustment, and 
they will necessarily demand time for 
this purpose. The river and harbor bill 
carries the Nicaragua 'canal provision 
and other additions appropriating large 
sums of money. 


The five bills which have not been re- 


ported to the senate are-the sundry civil, 
the naval, the army, tbe fortifications 
and the general deficiency. All are im- 
portant and each will require consider- 
able time for disposal. Of these five the 
committee on appropriations lias con- 
sidered only the .sundry civil bill. Th« 
senate will get all through, however, un- 
less unexpected opposition should be de- 
veloped to some of them. , 


The calendar is full of bills of a private 


and semi-private nature, and also con- 
tairs uiany measures of general pur'ic 
importance. Many of these are unob- 
jectionable to all the members of tbe 
senate and a majority of those of this 
class will pass. 


The beginning of the day session will 


probably be advanced to 10 or 11 o'clock 
each day of the week and night sessions 
are also counted -upon for the greater 
part of it

were handed to 17 police commissaries, 
authorizing a search of the residences 
of suspects, particularly M. Guerin, 
manager of the newspaper Anti-Julf, 
MM. Buffet, De Vaux, De Chavilly, 
Thiebaud, De Monicourt, secretary to 
the Due d'Orleans; Dubuc, president of 
t<e Young Anti-Semi ties, and Comte 
De Ponteves. 


The confidential letters indicated that 


tbe warrants aimed to discover the ex- 
istence of any political action on the 
part of the Anti-Semitic league or its 
relations with tbe Royalist and Bona- 
partist committees, 
or with other 


leagues. 


No incident occurred in the course of 


the domicllary visits. 
Yesterday M. 


Buffet, who represents tha Due d'Or- 
leans, vigorously protested against the 
violation of his domicile, and declared 
that the Royalist party would alway 
conspire, even if threatened with Jrr 
prisonment.

seized at M. Buffet's residence. 


Quantities of propagandist pamphlei 


and portraits of the Due d'Orleans, a li 
of members of the Royalist committe 
and voluminous correspondence wei 
seized at the headquarters of the Boya' 
1st committee, in the Fauborg St. Hor 
ore, and at the residence of Comte I 
Ponteveus. The commissary who visit 
ed De Monicourt surprised him just a 
he had returned from Brussels wiU 
letters from the Due d'Orleans, ad 
dressed to Royalist personages, and in 
structions from the pretender to his sup- 
porters. All these were seized. 


M. Thelbaud expressed surprise at the 


proceedings against him, on the ground 
that he belonged neither to the Royalist 
committee nor the Anti-Semitic league. 


Altogether a large quantity of docu- 


ments were secured and placed under 
seal. 
All whose residences were 


searched denied the possession of com- 
promising documents, but it is believed 
that the raids will be continued.

When the camp was 
laid out the plan provided for under- 
ground sewers, the intention being to 
make the drainage as good as exists in 
any American city, with water to carry 
away all refuse. This design was not 
carried out, and the camp has sinks, not 
materially different from those in camps 
in the United States.

THE STANDARD OF LIVING. 


Its IMircct Relation to* tbe Scale of ta- 


bor'* Wages. 


The price of labor in tbe same indus- 


tries differs in different localities or 
markets, not because tbe skill of labor- 
ers so greatly differs or because there is 
great diversity in the supply and de- 
mand for laborers, but because tha cost 
of production (tbe cost; of living) great- 
ly differs in different localities. Thus, 
in New York city, carpenters, masons, 
printers and other mechanics get tor the 
game work 50 and sometimes 100 per 
oeut more tban ia some other localities. 
While the oost of living is sometimes 
affected by the difference in prices of 
particular articles of consumption it is 
usually determined largely by tbe differ- 
ence in the social etyla of living. 
The 


greater the variety of tbe things con- 
sumed and comforts enjoyed by tbe la- 
borers tbe higher is their standard of 
living and tbe greater tbeir expenses or 
cost of living. Now, it is universally 
true in all countries and localities that 
in proportion as tbis standard of living, 
or social expense of the laborer's family, 
rises among any class of laborers, wages 
rise, hence tbey are always highest in 
large cities and lowest in remote coun- 
try districts. 


It may be laid down, tben, as a gen- 


eral principle tbat wages for similar la- 
bor in any given market are governed 
by the local standard of living of tbe 
laborers. Consequently all efforts .0 im- 
prove tbe condition of tbe laboring 
class, to be efficacious, must be directed 
toward increasing tbe influejces which 
raise tbe standard of living among tbe 
laboring class. In- no other way can a 
permanent increase of wages be secured, 
and it may be added tbat no scheme for 
social reform which does not tend to 
promote this end tan be of any real ben- 
efit to tbe wage class. —Guntdb's Maga^ 
aine.

•teg* of lattMy.-Chkafo NeWj,, 


A good many of the important events 


of tbislife are governed by little, things.

fortunes have resulted from 


trifles. On the other band, thousands 
La\a tiecn los't. 


Not many days ago a furniture van 


broke down on one pf the lines of an 
important tramway system. 
Within 


five minutes 85 trams were drawn up, 
v;aitins till the line was cleared. Lift- 
ing jacks weie procured, and iu three- 
quarters of an hour the obstruction was 
removed, yet that slight delay cost the 
tramway company o\er £70. It had 
disorganized the whole system. Tho 
trams failed to put in an appearance at 
the usual stopping places at the appoint- 
ed times, aud throughout the leugtb of 
the lines waiting passengers traveled to 
their destinations by other conveyances. 


There is perhaps no snch costly trifle 


as an engineering, hitch. Not long since 
n well known firm delivered a torpedo 
destroyer to the naval authorities. She 
was in every respect a perfect boat, tbe 
result of masterly designing and splen- 
did workmanship, yet at the very outset 
of her steam trials she met with a mis- 
hap which necessitated her return to 
the contractors for repair. This oitch 
cost tho firm £600 and was found to 
have been brought about by a careless 
workman thoughtlessly omitting to 
screw a steam cock tightly and fit it 
with a washer. 


Another curious instance resulted in 


a clear loss of £250,000 to tbe unhappy 
victim. 
H& was the holder of a large 


quantity of South African stock, bought 
at a low price during a slump. On sud- 
denly receiving the tip that it was like- 
ly to boom immediately, be settled a 
limit at which to sell, and when the 
price bad reached this figure wired hi? 
broker to sell out immediately. He left 
his office with jaunty step. He bad net 
ted a fortune in one coup. A few hoqr 
later the stock fell just as suddenly as 
it had risen, "and to a figure consider- 
ably below that he bad originally pair! 
for it. Judge, then, of his dismay whet. 
his stockbrokers' clerk drove to hi 
house and asked for a confirmation of r 
telegram they had just had, which ap 
peared to have tfeen delayed in trans 
mission. 
It was his message authoriz 


ing them to sell, and as the stock wa' 
at such a low figure they were anxioai 
to consult him before moving in th< 
matter. Tbe unfortunate investor wn.<- 
dnmfonnded at the lost opportunity 
which on inquiry proved to have result 
ed from an accident to tbe telegrapL 
boy. He had been knpcked down and 
stunned by a cab and conveyed to a hos- 
pital His message had been sent out 
again as soon as ^possible, but the de- 
lay, slight as it was, had lost oue mai, 
a huge fortune. 


The man who suffers mostly by'tri 


fling-bitches is the inveutor. Innumer- 
able fortunes have been lost by five 
minute delays in getting out protections 
during which times others have stepper 
in with similar ideas and annexed th; 
reward of their1 promptness. A cnriou 
'and somewhat pathetic instance in con 
nection with an invention happened tt 
an engineer who had spent some year: 
in perfecting a hydraulic rail way brake 
The idea was in every way perfect, qnti 
in conjunction with his son he had con 
strncted models and partially drawn n; 
patent specifications. 
To the latter 


however, he had not confided a cenau 
small mechanical detail—tbe very ou< 
which had cost him so Vouch labor t 
work out enccessfnlly—bis idea bein 
that bis son should endeavor to over 
come the difficulty himself till the pat 
ent was entered, when he was to leari. 
the secret of tbe mechanism. 


Tbe very day before the specification 


were completed the father dropped cleat 
of beart disease through excitement 
and when, later, bis son came to exam 
ine tbe drawings be found the detail h 
wished to know bad not been included 
In spite of endless labor aud consult;; 
tion with brother engineers the ihfficul 
ty, trifling as it seemed, was never over 
come, and by this little hitch in tbe ap 
paratus it is estimated that he lost vex: 
nearly £730,000. 


Some years ago a popular favorit 


lost the Derby, to the great surprise o 
its owner and all who had followed it 
previous doings. It was a neck and nee' 
race till within £0 yards of tbe po=t 
when the favorite shot out and looked 
like romping home. Suddenly it checked 
its pace for the fraction of a mctuec 
and was beaten. Very few knew tb 
cause, curious though it was. A puff ( 
wind caught the jockey's cap and IE 
stinotivoly be raised bis hand to catcl 
it. In doing so be struck his eye wjtl 
tbe end of bis whip and jerked bad 
ward. The action threw the horse 01 
of its stride, and, although the who 
incident was momentary, it resulted i, 
a lost Derby apd thousands of pounc. 
besides.

fishermen no end of trouble by robbin 
their camps when they were out on tl 
lake fishing Ho bothered them worst i 
tbe early spring, when they came up t 
the lakes to fK'i through the ice. It wr 
about that time that the bear won! 
come out from his winter's sleep le,. 
and hungry, and/it took a heap to in 
him up., He was a great traveler, an 
before the fishing season ended he woul 
be heard of from one end of the lake t 
tbe other.

He had just nia< 
np bis mind to go to the camp to try 
Uttle of tbe mixture when ho saw 
boar coming out on the ice from tb 
direction, and tbe bear wa? staggcri 
drunk. It. had broken into the camp r. 
was drunk on Silas Thompson's rr.u 
and molasses. Tbe bear didn't scorn to 
know where he was at cr whore he 
wonted to.go, end while be fioundoreu 
round on tbe ioe Thompson made a en- 
uujt past him, got to the cnmp and cam- 
back with bis gun and shot him. L 
proved to be tbe Bear that had robbc, 
the fishermen's camps so long. He dmi 
happy, and tbe fishermen's troubles 
were ended so far as he was concerned.'

"The first jouvenirs I evsr knew of 


being given out in the show business," 
said the old circus man, "we gave away 
in our show at tbe time we had the big 
18 foot giraffe. 
We never bad an at- 


traction tbat beat tbe big giraffe. The 
people were just carried away witlt 
him. There wasn't anything about him 
but what interested them, even tbe 
slightest little things. On clear days, 
when we were where we could do it and 
tho sun was right for us, we used to get 
the giraffe out in front of the entrance 
of the main tent and have him stand 
there like a great sentry. People used to 
stop and look up at him, and then tbe 
first thing yon know somebody 'd dis- 
cover bis sbadder. Any body'd cast a 
long shadder at that hour of the day, of 
course, but the giraffe's, ahadder reached 
as far as you could see. And as soon as 
one man begun ter look at it 40 others 
did, and then you'd see 'em. I've seen 
1,000 people at a timeline up long that 
shadder and just stand along the edge 
of it down past the main tent and the 
sideshow tents, just standing there 
lookin at it. The gir&ffe was great, but 
his shadder fairly staggered 'em. And 
there they'd stand till the sun dropped 
down under the edge of the earth, and 
the first thing they knew there wasn't 
any shadder. Then they'd stare at each 
other for a minute, aud then all bunch 
up together again and look at'the giraffe 
till we took him in. 


"We used to have a line on tbe pro- 


gramme saying that at 3 o'clock and at 
9 o'clock the great giraffe would hand 
around ice water. That's where the son 
venirs come in. We used to give away 
tbe glasses the water was in. The glasses 
were marked, 'Souvenir of tbe Great 
Giraffe,' and whoever got 'em could 
keep 'em. The seats in our circus wero 
divided into four sections. We used to 
give away four dozen tarn biers at every 
performance, one in each section. When 
the time come, we'd march the giraffe 
around the edge of the ring, and iu 
front of each section his keeper would 
band him a wire holder holding a dozen 
glasses, which he would take by the 
handle inhis month. Tall as he was, he- 
could reach easy to tbe highest back 
seats. It's astonishing how people used 
to grab for those glasses. It seems as 
though the whole section would stand 
up on tbe seats and all grab for the 
holder when it come near 'em. TheyV 
spill the water and get wet and have 
the greatest time yon ever beard of, but 
nobody got hurt, and so we just let her 
buzz along. But finally something did 
happen. 


"At one evening entertainment wheii 


he was serving out the souvenirs, when 
we come to one, of the sections, there was 
a man sitting.on the fourth tier from 
the top who picked up his boy, a bright 
looking youngster about 10 years old, 
who was sitting alongside of him, and 
sat him up on his shoulder. Tbe giraffe 
lifted the holder up and swept it aloi 
the seats with the people grabbing, at 
when it come near this man with IL 
boy on his shoulder the man just lifted 
him up so tbat the boy could stand on 
his shoulders. He was going to ge't one 
anyway, and when tbe holder came 
along the boy made a grab for it, The 
was only one glass left in it then, but 
tbe boy got it. He upset it lifting it out 
of the holder aud scattered the watei 
all over everybody, but tbat didu t 
count. He got the glass and was com 
ing down with it when bis father, in- 
stead of feeling him jounce down on bib 
shoulder, felt his weight growing ligh 
er, and tbe next minute he and every 
body else saw tbe boy suspended in th 
air. When the giraffe saw tbe last glas- 
go, be lifted the holder, the way he al 
ways did, to clear the people before 
swinging it around and down to tin 
keeper. This time when he lifted it the 
buttons on tbe outside of the cuff of the 
boy's jacket got caught in tbe wires 
They were sewed on tbe way mother*- 
&ew on buttons, and they held tbt 
youngster's weight easily, and when 
the giraffe lifted the holder up he lifted 
the boy with it. 


"Then there was a scene. We knew 


tbe giraffe wouldn't hurt a fiy, bat it 
looked to tbe people as though he had 
the boy in his teeth and was going to 
sling him through the other end of no 
where. The whole audience rose up and 
stood leaning forrard, watch in and 
never sayin boo, but the giraffe swung 
his neck around as gentle and easy ab 
tbe arm of a crana and lowered the 
holder and tbe boy hanging to it safe 
into the arms of the keeper in the ring 
The boy hadn't even dropped the turn 
bier.

"Tben the people did holler, and tbi 


giraffe walked off as stately as yov 
please, the boy climbed back up to his 
pop, and tho show went on. Nobodj 
hurt, bnt when we run ont of the turn 
biers we bad on band we adopted an- 
other style of souvenir. "—New York 
Sun.

Thornton of Lewisburg, Fa,, whose fa- 
ther figures as the hero:

"Abunt tbe year 1845 wolves were 


abundant in Tomhickon valley, between 
Gatawissa and Hazleton. 
When the 


Catawisna railroad, a part of tbe Phil- 
adelphia and Beading, was being built, 
Dr. Thomas A. H. Thornton, a practic- 
ing physician, one oold autumn night 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about 20 miles from his home. At that 
time there were no regular roads as w* 
now have. In their place the traveler 
used narrow paths or trails. Dr. Thorn- 
ton in his anxiety to reach the bedside 
of the sufferer attempted to make a 
ebort cut. He lost his way aud for A 
week wandered through the wilderness 
and, having no gun, was obliged to 
subsist on roots and herbs. The doctor 
was on horseback and after wandering 
aimlessly about tbe pathless forests fof 
four or five days got into a large swamp, 
where the horse stepped into a quag- 
mire, from which his owner was unable 
to extricate him, and the animal had 
to be abandoned, imbedded as he wae 
almost to his belly in the soft and boggy 
bed. The doctor removed the saddle 
bags containing his supply of medicine, 
etc., threw them over his shoulders and 
started off. 


"Several hours after the doctor got 


ont of tbe swamp where be had aban- 
doned his horse be was horrified to see 
that he was being followed by a band 
of five or six wolves. At first they kept 
at a respectful distance when stonea 
were thrown at them, bnt finally, as if 
they appreciated tbe helpless condition 
of their intended victim, and as dark- 
ness came on, the hungry, bloodthirsty 
band became bolder and bolder. They/ 
circled around the terrified and jaded 
man and, closing in, started to attack, 
him on all sides. One more vicious aad 
impulsive than the others made a spring/ 
at tho doctor's throat, but a well direct- 
ed blow from a club temporarily dis- 
abled tbe animal and caused his raven- 
ous companions to discontinue at tbat 
time their premeditated and combined 
attack. 


"Thedoctor, by this thrilling episode 


and the frightened condition of the 
wolves, succeeded in going perhaps » 
mile unmolested when, to his great 
horror, he found the whole pack, led by 
the vicious brute he believed he bad 
maimed with bis club, hot on his trail. 
The stunning blow administered to tbe 
leader of the bowling band seemed to 
have only intensified tbe brute's cour- 
age and thirst for blood. The man, 
weakened by long exposure and loss of 
food, realized that he would soon be torn 
to pieces if be did not adopt some new 
means of defense. 


"Fortunately, as tbe animals began 


closing around him for another on- 
slaught, he reached a high rook and 
mounted on its top, where a giant tree 
served to protect him from falling back- 
ward. He reached this eminence in tima 
to provide himself with some stones and 
two or three good clubs before bis pur- 
suers started to attack him. He stood 
back to the tree, and as tbe animals at- 
tempted to come up he drove them back 
with his primitive weapons. A large 
stone hurled with great force and ac- 
curacy broke the head of one of the as- 
sailants, and this gave the doctor a 
breathing spell. 


"The iran, however, realized that he 


must soon quit his refuge, and, remem- 
bering tbat he had in his saddlebags a 
large bottle full of ammonia, be deter- 
mined to employ it as a final resort to 
save his life. He quickly removed one 
of bis green baize leggings, tied it se- 
curely to a stick, and after saturating 
the legging with ammonia he boldly 
started down the rocky promontory to- 
ward the wolves. The cunning animals, 
apparently aware tbat be could be mora 
easily overpowered on level' ground, 
separated, slunk off and permitted him 
to proceed several hundred yards before 
they renewed the pursuit. They did not, 
however, allow much time to elapse be- 
fore they took the trail of the man who 
had thus far so successfully baffled tbeiv 
powers. 


"The doctor stood still and waited 


until one of the brutes rushed within 
an arm's length, when be struck him 
in the face with the cloth saturated 
with ammonia. This reception was a 
most novel and unique one for tbe wolf, 
who ra-\ off howling with pain. 
Two 


more of tbe band were slapped across 
the months with the saturated baiae, 
and they also left. After this experience 
the wolves followed the doctor till day- 
light next morning, when they gave up 
the chase, which they had continued for 
48 hours and which unquestionably 
would have resulted in a most horrible 
death if it had not been for the content* 
of the ammonia bottle. 


"Dr. Thornton succeeded in finding a 


shanty occupied by tbe men construct- 
ing the Catawissa railroad, where he 
was carefully cared for, and in the 
course of four or five days was taken tf 
his home, where he was ill for folly a> 
month."—Philadelphia Record.

this city. The painter has evidently 
done himself proud, for it is one of the 
most beautiful ever held on a New York 
stave. Handsome as it is. however, it 
becomes a trifle monotonous before the 
curtain falls at the end of the third act 


In Its original form "At the White 


Horse Tavern." written by Messrs. 
Blumenthal and Kadelburg, was called 
"Ira Weissen Roess'l," and it is easy to 
see that it might be an excellent hu- 
morous piece of stage literature were 
one only thoroughly familiar with the 
customs of the heterogeneous crowds 
•which frequent the Alpine summer re- 
sorts. Here, however, much of the orig- 
inal fun is lost m the Americanization, 
for while the characters indulge in all 
manner of native slang a good deal of 
the comedy is evolved by means of the 
almost unpronounceable German names 
on the tavern's bill of fare. 


The story is almost diaphanous, and it 


would be difficult to intelligibly put it 
into print Briefly, it deals with the ad- 
ventures of a head waiter at the White 
Horse tavern in the Alps. This waiter 
is in love with tba landlady, who Is in 
love with a guest, who is in love with 
the daughter of a lamp manufacturer 
whose father desires her to marry the 
son of the man who has beaten him in 
a lawsuit involving the validity of a 
patent This young man in turn is in 
love with the daughter of an old pro- 
fessor, who turns out to be an old time 
friend of the unsuccessful litigant. This 
nan. Gieaecke by name, induces Fred- 
erick Siedler, the lawyer of his erst- 
while enemy, to attempt to t-ersuade his 
daughter Ottflle to marry Arthur Sutro. 
Siedler promises on condition that the 
old man will give him opportunities for 
carrying on his lovemaking by proxy. 


Of course be makes Jove for himself 


instead of for Sutro, and much fun is 
evolved by the consternation of Gie- 
secke when he learns that Sutro is to 
be married to the professor's daughter 
tnd that his own daughter is to become 
Mm. Siedler.

Out of all this tangle harmony is 


brought toward the close, but It will 
readily be seen that It would be a phys- 
ical impossibility to make a consecu- 
tively interesting play out of such a 
story, except, as has been said, where 
one was 90 familiar with the local sur- 
rounding' conditions as to extract en- 
joyment from the many pretty little 
character touches which are now lost 
upon an American audience. As a re- 
sult, the play, as it is given at Wai- 
lack's, impresses one as being a series 
of very pretty episodes, which are suf- 
ficiently indispensable to the plot to 
make them seem parts of it The after 
effect however, J«r not at all satisfac- 
tory, and it does not seem possible that

it. The answer was immediate and em- 
phatic, and In the short space of four 
years nearly 150 clubs from north, east, 
south and west have been enrolled on 
the association's list 


"The five officers of the association—a 


president, two vice presidents, a treas- 
urer and a secretary—were elected by 
ballot at the above mentioned meeting 
of delegates, one officer from each of 
the five clubs, and they or their suc- 
cessors in office constituted for the flrst 
three years the executive committee, m 
whose hands practically rests the gov- 
ernment of the association. 
"Iiater, in 1898, it appearing that the 


government was concentrated m too 
few hands and that the geographical 
representation of the country was inad- 
equate, there were added to the execu- 
tive committee two other members, 
making seven in all, of whom four con- 
stitute a. quorum. It appears inadvisa- 
ble to extend the number further, for 
the reason that attendance of a quorum 
at the meetings is not easily secured, 
the meetings being frequent and the 
members living far apart and being 
mostly busy men with many calls

If this refinement 


could be effected without the emascu- 
lation of the drama itself all would be 
well. But that is not the case It Is still 
melodrama, with lots of fustian, an 
incoherent story and little of t^at vig- 
orous conflict of hujnoan interest which 
makes for melodrama its greatest 
charm with a very large portion of the 
theater going public.

thieve*, receives* the ruby, which Is put 
in a box of bonbons, and she, to In- 
?ure Its temporary safe keeping places 
it In a bos with a peculiar locking 
contrivance, which baa been sent to 
his wife by the jeweler from' whom 
the ruby was stolen 
That lady not 


knowing the precious contents -of- the 
box, carelessly leaves it about, and it 
is placed In an officer's valise Finally 
it is traced by the villains, but when 
they once more get it in their .posses- 
sion they are surrounded1 by defect- 
ives It is then that the thrilling bal- 
loon episode occurs.

leader of the thieves out of the bal- 
loon Is the man who is in love with the 
adventuress 
He has been led into the 


thing at the last moment by his strong 
love for the woman whom he intends 
to carry back to India as bis princess, 
the government having very inconsid- 
erately stopped his allowance-.

Miss Ada Rehan does not in any sense 
realize the popular conception of the 
character 
Much that she said, which 


Mis Wood who plaved the part in 
England made.very funny, failed to ex- 
cite the slightest merriment The trou- 
ble seemed to be that either Miss Re- 
han or Mr Daly was unwilling that the 
former should make up as an elderly 
woman No matter what the cause1, the 
fact is that Miss Rehan looked as young 
in the part as she did six years ago in 
'Little Miss Million " The honors of the 
evening were easily carried off by Miss 
Blanche Bates as the queen of the coun- 
terfeiters She gave the true melodra- 
matic touch to her work and despite 
the stolid respectability of the typical 
Daly first-night audience her efforts 
were received with much applause.

would In ordinary times be considered 
very large business But the'present are 
not ordinary times In the theatrical 
world at least In this city and aa Man- 
ager Charles Frohman had -on hand 
several plays which It was essential to 
produce this season he concluded to

part of the public That and that alone, 
is the cause of his very sensible action.

On the other band, it must not be 


supposed that "Phroso" is the greatest 
of all the Empire theater successes. 
While such a statement has been made 
on more than one occasion tt is very 
far from the truth. In the theatrical 
business the practice of exaggerating 
receipts has grown to such an extent 
that when a genuine hit is scored now- 
adays by a play and the bare facts are 
stated they seem absurdly common- 
place. 
The practice is stupid in the 


extreme, for I have known of cases in 
which persons have been deterred from 
attending certain performances by the 
stupid and untrue assertion In the 
presswork that the "Standing Room 
Only" sign was displayed every night 
befpre 8 o'clock at the theater which it 
was desired to visit. 


Again there are many stories of the 


enormous earnings of theatrical man- 
agers. I saw an estimate of the wealth 
of the various American magnates the 
other day. Aside from the fact that 
the paragraph contained as many in- 
accuracies as it was possible to crowd 
into the limited space, it was made ad- 
ditionally absurd by the statement in 
the upper portion that Charles Froh- 
man's fortune Is about 150,000, while 
immediately below a statement of the 
net earnings of that gentleman's many 
oomp&nles was given 1 took the pains 
n icckon It up, and if the figures show- 
ed anything it was that Mr. Frohman 
had in bank at the beginning of June, 
1898, clear of all obligations, considera- 
bly more than $300,000 as the result of 
the work of the season then just closed.

volume. There i& not a golf club, how- 
ever small, throughout the length and 
breadth of the United States that is 
not mentioned, together with a lot of 
interesting information regarding its 
inception, history, grounds, number of 
members, officers, etc. 


Golf is generally spoken of as a game 


very recently introduced 
into this 


country, and the fact that our oldest 
golf club, the' St. Andrew's, was found- 
ed only 11 years ago seems to bear out 
this belief. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, the. game was probably brought 
over by some of the earliest settlers 
and was ceitainly played in New York 
state 340 years ago. Mr. Newman has 
discovered an ordinance passed by the 
authorities of Fort Orange, now Al- 
bany, on Dec. 10, 1659, in which occurs 
the following remarkable passage:

son who shall be found doing so."

SUEING THE MINISTER FOR LIBEL, 


Startling Developments Expected in 


Case Set for Trial This Week. 


Although there are a number of local 


cases of considerable interest to come 
up at the session of superior court 
which opened for jury cases at Pitts- 
field today, the case which will at- 
tract the most interest throughout the 
county, at large is the libel suit brought 
by Mrs. Susan F Hopkins of Great 
Barrington against Kev. Leon D. Bliss 
pastor of the Congregational church 
there. The suit is for $5000 damages 
for alleged accusations regarding: the 
plaintiff who until some time in De- 
cember of 1897, was a member of his 
church in good and regular standing. 


Rev. Mr. Bliss is known all over the 


western part of the state as a young 
minister of undoubted talents and 
future. He is unmarried and to this 
fact can probably be attributed the 
beginning of the matter, whi^fe is to 
find its finale in the courts of law. 


When Mr. Bliss w*nt to Great Bar- 


rington he proved very popular, es- 
pecially among the 
young women. 


There was a good deal of talk of his 
probable marriage, and many ex- 
pressed the wish, it is said, that the 
minister might find some one in his 
own parish. So the talk about the 
minister's marrying dragged along 
until last summer, when the matter 
broke out anew and over the fact that 
the minister had received a number^of 
anonynjous letters, the substance of 
which were that it would be a good 
thing for the divine to marry, and 
giving him maternal advice on this 
subject. The news was heightened by 
the fact that the names of^Mrs. Susan 
Hopkins and her daughter,'Miss Fran- 
ces Hopkins, were mentioned, it was 
very confidentially whispered about, as 
being the authois of "the dominie's 
letters " 


The minister laid the letters before 


his church committee. The women in- 
diarnantly denied the authorship or 
knowledge of the missives, but claim 
on account of the action of the churoh 
people they 
have been practically 


ostracised from society and muph an- 
noyed. They have also been placed 
under an espionage, they claim, which 
has been very disagreeable; and un- 
able to obtain satisfaction in any other 
way, have sued the pastor, Herbert C, 
Joyner is their attorney and C. L. Gard- 
ner of Springfield and A. Chalkley-Col- 
hns of Great Bajrington will represent 
Mr. Bliss.

right in the city of North Adams, where 
for years real estate has been phenom- 
enally high, who will hesitate? 


The wildest dream of Col. Sellers 


falls into insignificance by the side of 
this opportunity for sudden wealth. 
And the added dignity Is a considera- 
tion not to be overlooked. Who will be 
willing to remain a country farmer 
when he can just as well have his farm 
right in the city with "all modern im- 
provements;'' when 
after 
digging 


what potatoes he has in ward 13 he 
can go over into ward 14 and finish the 
patch, and at sundown send his boy 
up into ward 15 after the cows?

New Regime at Traintng School for 


Nurses. Charity Ball Made $165. 


The hospital board of control held its

hopsital. This has been a two years' 
course, but the managers feel that this^s 
inadequate for the needs of the nurses, 
and the board finally voted to lengthen 
the course to three years.

$465, which was considered an excel- 
lent showing when the hard times of 
the past year and the number of dances 
which were held the same evening 
were taken into consideration. 


The board decided to express thrdugh 


the newspapers their thanks to the 
young people who managed and so suc- 
cessfully carried through the ball. 


The Dale of Militia Encampment. 


Considerable discussion is resulting 


in the companies of the Second regi- 
ment over the probable date when the 
militia will go into camp. But few fa- 
vor a late date owing to the prevailing 
cold weather during the fall, and a 
majority seem to desire a week in June. 
The suggestion has been made that the 
first week In July be secured for the 
coming summer, in view of its as- 
sociations with the exciting activities 
of last summer; The great objection 
IB, however, the extreme heat prob- 
able at that time.

NEW Blty EEDED 


Jormal School Appropria- 
tion Mat or Again Before 


State Legislature 


$7,500 M3RE FROM THIS CITY 


To Secure $30,000 From State. Last 


Year's Bill Proved to be "Doctor- 


ed" «o That it Was Not 


Practical. 


A hearing will be held at Boston to- 


morrow morning on a Mil to grant the 
sum of $30,000 to the normal school in 
this city for the purchase and grading 
of land, conditional on the raising by 
the city of North Adams of $7500 in 
addition to the $5000 appropriated last 
year. A number of local men will be 
present at the hearing, including Prin- 
cipal Murdock, A C. Houghton, and 
possibly C. Q. Richmond, Commission- 
er Temple, Engineer Emigh, and H. S. 
Lyons. 


The announcement of the hearing 


will be something of a. surprise to local 
people, as almost nothing has been 
given out about it. It was generally 
supposed that the money granted last 
year by the state and city was enough, 
and that it would be used. 


The reasons for the new bill are un- 


usual. Last year the state passed an 
appropriation of $15,000 while the city 
voted $5000 for the school. Under this 
appropriation the normal school was 
to buy and ^rrade th& land. Negotia- 
tions were practically completed for 
the transfers, when it was observed 
that while the bill was in the hands of 
the ways and means committee tbe 
clause had been inserted that the 
school must do satisfactory grading 
on the land already owned before the 
money remaining could be used for the 
purchase of new land. 


When this question was referred to 


tbe attorney-general he gave aa his 
opinion that the school could not under 
any condition buy the land it wants 
•until the grading was done. 


The sta,te board looked over the mat- 


ter and decided that the $20,000 in band 
was not enough to allow them to do 
the grading as it should be done and 
then buy what land had been planned. 
The matter dragged along until a very 
stoort time ago, and 'all attempts to 
locate the source of tao restrictive 
clause were apparently in vain Fiom 
appearance it simply grew into the 
bill. It was finally decided that the 
only way to do was to ask this legis- 
lature for a new appropriation to take 
the place of the Old one. 


As the state looks askance at all re- 


quests like this for money unless the 
city does-something, the bill was drawn 
up with the provision given, that the 
city shall raise $7500 more, making a 
tptal of $12,500 from the city, to $30,000 
from the state. 


If the bill passes, the matter will be 


brought before the city council. Noth- 
iig has been, done about learning tbe 
opinion of the councilmen yet on the 
matter, and what attitude they will 
take on votipg $7500 more IF not known. 


If the present pill passes, the board 


of education will "hope to take not only 
the three lots of the Blackinton estate 
to the west, and the south lot con- 
trolled by the so called "syndicate," 
as was planned under the first appro- 
priation, but also the corner Leonard 
lot, giving the school the entire square. 


It is thought the options of last -'ear 


will hold good in case the new bill 
passes 


PENSIONING A6ED MINISTERS. 


Rev.- Or. Whittlcsey Speaks on the 


Subject at Congregational Church. 


Rev. N. H. Whittlesey, D. D., of New 


Haven, Conn., secretary of the com- 
mittee of the National council of Min- 
isterial Relief for the Congregational 
churches, spoke Sunday morning in the 
Congregational church on the work of 
his society of caring for aged minis- 
ters. He took as his text Paul's words 
to the Phillppians, "But I rejoiced in 
the Lord greatly, that now at the last 
your care of me hath flourished again; 
wherein ye were also careful, but ye 
lacked opportunity." 


The first lesson from this text, Dr. 


Whittlesey said, is that Christian peo- 
ple mean to be kind, when they think 
of it. Twelve years earlier, Paul had 
founded this, the first Christian church 
upon the heathen continent of Europe. 
During the past five jears he had been 
in prison. At length those early con- 
verts bethought themselves about their 
old missionary, aged, in prison, and in 
want Their former affection blossom- 
ed afresh. They made up a bountiful 
ministerial relief contribution, and as 
secretaries had not yet been invented, 
nor express companies, they sent out 
one Of their own number, hundreds of 
miles to Rome to carry it. On the ar- 
rival of their messenger and their gifts 
Paul wrote them this beautiful letter 
of acknowledgement. 


Just so today, if the facts about the 


needs of God's ministers can be made 
known and a business like -nay of 
caring for them can be devised, Chris- 
tian pectfile will respond. 
, 


Dr- Whittlesey quoted a business 


man a* saying that such work v. as not 
charity: it was the paying of justly 
earned pensions to the veteran officers 
of the Lord's army. 


Another lesson from the text was the 


slowness of churches in recognizing the 
claims of the old ministers. But now 
the Congregational churches are be- 
ginning to do so. In the old and strong 
Congregational statesl state boards of 
ministerial aid assist a ed ministers 
and their widows, within their own 
bounds. But many, on account of fre- 
quent changes 
of 
pastorates, fall 


through between the rules of these so- 
cietlefl. 
Returned foreign 
mission- 


aries ought to be provided for and 
then there are heroes and heroines from 
the vast home missionary fields of the 
far west and south, where the work is 
hardest and the salaries are smallest 
and no state societies exist. 


For such cases the committee of the 


national council has been established, 
and %£r. Whittlesey closed with some 
Illustrations of the good already done 
by it.
